EXECUTIVE LAW. 


Art. 157 In the exercise of thoir powers they 
should be obeyed and respected by the nhabitants of 
their jurisdiction, and aided by them in formiug pat- 
rols, by day or mght when necessary, under the pén- 
ulties that the alcaldes of the respective juiisdictiom 
may unpose in cunlormity with their powers, 


Art 158 The sindicos of villages or preemcts, 
spoken olin this chapter, shall have the ed dE 
ties and duties within their precincts, under the y- 
spection of the ayuntamiento, as the sindicos procura- 
dor of the ayuntamientos., 


Art. 1599. The said comisarios and sindicos shall 
have a voice, but no vote, in any sessions of the ay- 
untamiento, ol the municipality to which they may 
be cited to attend, or whenever they may think pro- 
per to attend. 


Art. 160. The vacancies of comisarios or sindicos,
